a. The eirfield cescribed in nara 1 is the military sir- 
field south of thea ULEIMISTEL railroaé station, the reported 
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slight occupation by 10 single-enfine fighters (pre- 
sumably Yaks) is at variance with previous reports, 


according to which a pilot school (training inelud- 
ing tight flying) was assumed to be located there. 


b. The airfield descrided in para 2 is the old 
LASNAMAE comercial airfield on a plateau northeast of 
the town. According to this report, the field is 
Still being used as a commercial airfield. Accord- 
ing to description, the four-engine commercial planes 
are Ili-18s. The data on the twineengine planes do not 
determine whether commercial or other military air- 

craft types are concerned. Accordins to a report 
covering March 1948, the field was ocuupied by a 
fighter regiment of the naval air force. Further 
reports are required for clarification. 
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
